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SHRIIIKAGS  PACTS 
Q-E  MEN'S  SHIRTS 

Vfnen  a  man  can't  "b^atton  his  collar  after  his  shirt  has  "been  washed,  the 
chances  are  that  whoever  oought  the  shirt  wasn't  thiriiing  aho^at  shrinkage.  A 
poor-qiiality  shirt  is  rarel^.^  preshruri-c,  and  no  allowance  is  made  for  shrinicage. 
Therefore  the  collar  may  "be  tight  or  the  sleeves  too  short  after  it  is  laundered. 
Some  of  the  poor-grade  covert  and  chamoray  vrork  shirts  shrink  as  much  as  10  per- 
cent in  one  direction. 

Shrinkage  canH  he  judged  hy  looking  at  a  shirt  faoric.    lou  need  to  look 
for  facts  on  labels,  says  the  Bu.reau  of  Home  Economics.    Many  good-  and  medium- 
grade  shirts  have  "been  suhmitted  to  a  controlled  shrinkage  process.  These 
shirts  are  usually  cut  a  little  larger  than  the  stamped  nock  and  sleeve  size  to 
allow  for  slight  additional  shrinkage,  possihly  2  percent.    After  laundering, 
the  meas-ojrements  should  "be  the  same  as  the  stamped  size. 

The  Federal  Trade  Com.miGsion  recently  ruled  that  term-S  like  "full  shrunk" 
and  "preshr'jnk"  shall  not  he  used  in  descrihing  or  labeling  any  cotton  material 
unless  the  fahric  vrill  not  shrink  at  all  v;hen  laundered.     If  the  material  v/ill 
shrink  further,  the  lahel  must  tell  how  much.    Terms  like  "preshrunk"  may  "be 
used  onljT-  if  they  are  q;aalified  hy  an  additional  statement,  such  as  "v/ill  not 
shrinl-z  more  tho,n  percent."     If  a  laoel  says  "full  shrunk"  without  refer- 
ence to  any  part  of  the  shirt,  the  term  should  refer  to  the  entire  garment.  If 
the  lahsl  says  "collar  linings  preshru.nk,"  the  hodj^  of  the  shirt  has  not  neces- 
sarily^ "been  suhjected  to  a  shrinkage  treatment.     It  may  shrink  "badly. 
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
